Trichinosis Traced Bear Meat 
Recent Outbreak 


outbreak trichinosis California was reported 
recently that especially interesting because the 
source was bear meat, instead undercooked infested 
pork, which the usual source. Seven the nine 
people who ate the meat became ill days after 
ingestion. The seven cases were clinically diagnosed 
trichinosis and reported from Nevada County. The 
diagnosis was confirmed the State Department 
Public Health Laboratory when examination por- 
tions the same bear meat eaten these persons dis- 
closed numerous trichinella larvae encysted it. 

this outbreak the bear meat was eaten family 
and their guests ranch Nevada County. The 
bear had been brought from Lake County, butchered, 
and the meat placed cold storage for approximately 
days, then frozen. Evidently the freezing was not 
for long enough period low enough tempera- 
ture kill the trichinella larvae, and the meat was 
not sufficiently cooked before serving.

State Department Public Health consult with local 
authorities those areas explore ways which ade- 
quate services might developed. such services can- 
not established through local means, the conference 
proposed that the state department responsible for 
the provision minimal public health services 
counties less than 25,000 population. The conference 
proposes that such services should financed 
cents per capita local funds paid the State 
and that the state department also use those state funds 
which are available under the Public Health Assistance 
Act. Fourteen the counties which not now have 
full-time public health services have populations under 
25,000. 
MEANS TEST FOR TUBERCULOSIS PATIENTS 

Affirming the principle that ‘‘isolation and treat- 
ment all individuals infected with tuberculosis 
primarily for the protection the public health and 
necessary for the control tuberculosis, and second- 
arily for the benefit the individual,’’ the conference 
went record opposing the ‘‘means test’’ other 
restrictive requirements for admission tuberculosis 
patients tuberculosis hospitals. The confer- 
ence will seek support interested groups such the 
California Medical Association, the County Super- 
visors Association California and the California 
Tuberculosis and Health Association exploring the 
possibility eliminating such restrictive requirements 
through state legislation. 


PASTEURIZATION RAW MILK 
Reaffirming previous action favoring state legisla- 
tion which would require pasteurization all raw milk 
except the certified grade, the conference adopted 
resolution calling for active sponsorship the pro- 
posed legislation introduced the January ses- 
sion the Legislature. 


RABIES LEGISLATION

The conference reaffirmed its previous stand approv- 
ing the fluoridation public water supplies and 
resolved study and endorse any proposed legislation 
favorable that end. 


FEEDING RAW GARBAGE HOGS
